1. The amendment filed 5-19-98 after Examiner's Answer has not 
been entered because the proposed claim(s) raise new issues which 
require further consideration or ■ search (37 CFR 1.116(c)). See

The amendment adds 30 new claims numbered 72-102 which were 
not earlier presented and are replete with limitations not 
earlier considered such as each receiver unit storing multiple 
unique identity data streams received from multiple transmitter 

10 units, 16 data bits, a pair of start bits, a stop bit, 

transmitting both vertically and horizontally, etc. Therefore 
the amendment necessitates a new search, raises the issue of new
